Superintendent provides COVID-19 update

The Coffee County Board 
of Education met Thursday, 
Sept. 3, for its regular 
monthly meeting, and Su- 
perintendent Kevin Killing- 
sworth provided a 
COVID-19 update to board 
members. 

Killingsworth said he had 
been providing weekly up- 
dates to the public regarding 
the virus numbers affecting 
the schools. He said those 
updates were being released 
each Wednesday. 

“Since our latest update 
on Wednesday, Aug. 26, we 
had five more positive cases 
in Coffee County Schools,” 
the superintendent said 
Thursday evening. 

Killingsworth said New 
Brockton High School had 
two additional cases, ac- 
cording to the Sept. and re 
port. This included one 
student and one faculty 
member. He said Zion 
Chapel had two more cases 
—one student at the elemen- 
tary school and one student 
at the high school. 

“Kinston has had their 
first case, a high school stu- 
dent,” Killingsworth said. 
“This brings our total cases 
to- 12 since the start of 
school on August ioth» 

He added that all students 
and employees in close 
proximity to the individuals 
who have tested positive for 
COVID-19 have been quar- 
antined, according to ADPH 
guidelines. He said all par- 
ents/guardians were notified 
by school personnel. 

“Coffee County Schools 
continues to try to provide 
a safe environment for our 


students and employees,” 
Killingsworth said. “We 
still ask students, parents, 
guardians, and fans to re- 
member social distancing 
guidelines while attending 
athletic events on our cam- 
puses and venues. We 
want our students who par- 
ticipate in extra-curricular 
activities to have the oppor- 
tunities to continue to 
compete in their chosen 
activity.” 

The superintendent said 
he cannot say enough 
about the staff of Coffee 
County Schools as they 
have worked diligently to 
provide the safest environ- 
ment possible for all. 

“Everyone working with 
the school system deserves 


Coffee County Schools CFO [chief financial officer] 


a pat on the back,” Killing- 
sworth said. “Every one of 
our employees has done a 
phenomenal job this year 
under extreme circum- 
stances.” 

He added, “We also ask 
parents to continue to 
monitor their children at 
home, and if a child cannot 
come to school, please let 
his/her school know.” 

The board approved sev- 
eral personnel matters dur- 
ing the meeting. These were 
recommended by the super- 
intendent and approved by 
the board. 

Betsy Wood was em- 
ployed on a 12-month con-

Governor says, “It’s Now or Never” for participation 
Census 2020 comes to a close at end of month 


With the last day for Cen- 
sus 2020 participation set 
for Wednesday, Sept. 30, 
Governor Kay Ivey is urg- 
ing all Alabamians who 
have not completed their 
forms to do so as quickly as 
possible. 

Alabama’s current self- 
response rate is 62.1 percent 
— 04 percent short of the 
self-response rate recorded 
in 2010, or 62.5 percent, ac- 
cording to information pro- 
vided by the Census 
Bureau. When added with 
responses generated to date 
by Census field workers, a 
total of 78.5 percent of Ala- 
bama households have re- 
sponded. Governor Ivey — 
alongside leadership from 
AlabamaCounts! — is target- 
ing an 80 percent or higher 
total response rate by Sep- 
tember 30. 

“T’ve said it since our 
March kick-off, and I will 


say it again: Alabama stands | 


to lose too much if we do 
not reach our goal of maxi- 
mum participation,” said 
Governor Ivey. “This isn’t 
just money for our state — 
it’s money for our small 
communities, for our educa- 
tional systems, for our roads 
and for our children. There 
is simply too much com- 
munity funding at stake 
here to disregard this final 
call.” 

Governor Ivey’s office — 
alongside the Alabama De- 
partment of Economic and 
Community Affairs 
(ADECA) and Alabama 
Counts! — has worked 
since March to ensure par- 
ticipation numbers state- 
wide meet the mark. 
Recently, these efforts in- 


cluded the September 2 
launch of the Alabama Cen- 
sus Bowl, in which low-re- 
sponding counties have the 
chance to win $65,000 for 
their schools through Cen- 
sus participation. 

“It takes a matter of six 
minutes to play your part in 
determining the future of 
our state by completing the 
census,” said Governor 
Ivey. “These integral six mi- 
nutes will determine what 
our communities will look 
like, what our children’s 
education will be, and even 
what our healthcare can pro- 
vide throughout the next 
decade.” 

Alabamians can fill out 
the 10-question Census on- 
line at my2020Census.gov, 
by phone at 1-844-330- 
2020 or by traditional paper 
form. Socially distanced 


door-to-door Census takers 
are also targeting house- 
holds statewide that have 
been identified as current 
non-participants. Any infor- 
mation given in the 2020 
Census is protected by strict 
federal law. 

“Folks, it’s now or never, 
and this is the time to act 
and to ensure Alabama has 
the future we hope to plan 
for,” added Governor Ivey. 
“These last few weeks of 
Census 2020 are vital to our 
future as our federal rep- 
resentation, our economic 
development opportunities 
and our communities — and 
their citizens — will be im- 
pacted negatively unless we 
have a proper count.”

Speaking Tuesday morn- 
ing, Sept. 8, from the central 
office on the Elba City 
Schools campus, Moseley 
said school is knee-deep 
into the year now, and over- 
all, things had gone pretty 
much as expected. 

“There have been some 
bumps in the road along the 
way so far, but we have 
been able to work through 
those things and take care of 
matters as needed,” Mose- 
ley said. “I cannot stress 
enough how great our 
teachers and administrators 
have been as they have 
worked through problems 
that have arisen.” 

The superintendent said 
the traditional students [stu- 
dents taking classes on cam- 
pus] also have been great 


thus far this school year in 
doing the things asked of 
them to stay safe in relation 
to COVID-19. He said he 
also was hearing great 
things about the virtual stu- 
dents. 

“T have heard some re- 
ports where some of our vir- 
tual students need to login 
more often and complete 
their work more regularly, 
but this is typical of that 
type situation,” Moseley 
said. 

He said just like any other 
school and school system, 
Elba has had to deal with 
some COVID-19 cases, 
which also means sending 
home students and teachers 
in close contact; however,

he said this has been han- 
dled very well so far with- 
out any large outbreaks. 

“There are times we feel 
like we are sending healthy 
students/teachers home due 
to the close-contact guide- 
lines, but we are trying to 
follow the guidelines as 
given to us by the health de- 
partment and CDC,” Mose- 
ley said. “It’s a preventative 
thing, and I do think it has 
helped keep issues down at 
the schools for us.” 

The superintendent said a

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the most part to be coming 
from things happening out- 
side of the schools rather 
than in the schools. With 
that in mind, he said he can- 
not encourage the public 
enough to do the things they 
can at home to protect 
themselves and their fam- 
ilies to help keep the spread 
of the virus down in Elba. 

“Like I’ve said before, 
I’m not a mask guy, but 
when I go into those schools 
my mask is on.

Moseley said. “If you pur- 
chase a general admission 
ticket, you will need to sit in 
one of our general admis- 
sion sections.

Also, the superintendent 
said there was an issue dur- 
ing the first home game of 
the season where some fans 
walked into the reserved 
parking area and watched 
the ball game from there 
rather than purchasing a 
ticket and entering the 
gates.

“You are hurting our stu- 
dent athletes when you do 
not purchase tickets, but 
still try and watch the event 
from non-designated areas,” 
Moseley said, “If you do 
not feel comfortable enter-

Eye Is On The Sparrow 


It’s a book much in the news today, and I just plowed 
through it. I wouldn’t call it pleasure reading since it’s filled 
with the intricacies of international diplomacy and the un- 
pronounceable names of prime ministers and kings. The au- 
thor recounts disagreements with the president he served, 
including when the administration considered a retaliatory 
air strike after losing a drone. He wanted it, but the president 
decided no since there would be “150 body bags” on enemy 
territory and perhaps many of them innocent civilians. The 
toll was simply too much, and the plan was scrapped. 

I’m certainly no military strategist, but I don’t think it’s 
always true we lose strategic advantage by showing respect 


for life. 


My generation remembers the weekly “kill reports” from 
Vietnam. Nightly news anchors told the number of Ameri- 
cans killed and the number of enemy killed. Psychologists 
say we became jaded by these reports. The first few times 
we heard them we were struck with sadness. But human life 


became cheap. 


We've heard chilling words from American cities in tur- 
moil in recent weeks —people so enraged all they can think 
about is hurting innocent people and destroying their busi- 


nesses. Human life is cheap. 


And a friend involved in ministering to women ensnared 
in human trafficking stunned me with accounts of children 
kidnapped and abused, and all of this in the Bible Belt. 
Women become nothing more than toys for evil men. 


Human life is cheap. 


It’s sad to see those who disrespect others through phys- 
ical or verbal abuse, and those who disrespect themselves 


through addiction. Human life is cheap. 


In contrast, Jesus talked about the value of every person. 
He said our heavenly father knows every sparrow that falls 
and knows about us because we’re worth more than spar- 
rows. He said God understands the intimate details of our 
lives, even the number of hairs on our head. And Jesus 
further pronounced the human soul worth more than any- 
thing the world offers. If we lose our soul, we’ ve given our 
lives to nothing at all worthwhile (Luke 10; 30-31, 39). 

A fable tells about jealous rats scheming to destroy a 
beautiful songbird. They offered to bring the bird worms so 


he wouldn’t have to scavenge them himself. 


“And it will only cost you one feather for one worm,” 


they said. 


At the end of the day, the bird was so stuffed with worms 
he couldn’t sing, and so short of feathers he couldn’t fly 


away. The evil rats destroyed him. 


How sad that people can trade their song for worms, too. 
The Creator wants to fill our lives with his love so that 
we can love and serve others. Anything less is worth very 


little, indeed.

*“«* The Elba Tigers ran out of gas early in the second 
half after taking a two touchdown lead and were outscored 
20-0 down the stretch last week in an important 41-34 re- 
gion loss to G.W. Long.

The Elba Tigers and G.W. 
Long Rebels tangled Friday 
night in an offensive shoot- 
out and it was the Tigers 
that ran out of bullets first as 
the Rebels scored the final 
twenty points of the game to 
claim a wild 41-34 region 
win, at Skipperville. 

Elba began its first pos- 
session at the Long 39-yard- 
line after a 41-yard kickoff 
return by Byron Burks, and 
from there it took the Tigers 
three plays to find the end- 
zone. Collin Harrison 
scored the touchdown on a 
32-yard gallop around the 
right end, and Jacquez 
Prince passed to Chrystyile 
Caldwell for the two-point 
conversion to give Elba an 
8-0 lead with 10:19 remain- 
ing in the first quarter. 

G.W. Long had a long 
touchdown run on its first 
play from scrimmage wiped 
out by a penalty flag, but the 
Rebels regained possession 
at their own 35-yardline 
after a defensive stand and 
this time went 65 yards in 
five plays to get on the 
scoreboard.

Elba began its ensuing 
possession at its own 27- 
yardline and went 73 yards 
in four plays to get back 
into the endzone. A 61-yard 
scamper by Collin Harrison 
sparked the quick scoring 
drive, and it was Harrison 
that scored his second 
touchdown of the night, this 
time on a l-yard blast off 
tackle. A two-point pass 
missed its target, but with 
46-seconds left in the 
quarter the Tigers owned a 
14-7 lead. 

G.W. Long began its next 
series at its own 35-yardline 
and needed only two plays 
to cover the distance to the 
endzone as on second down 
Jackson Chancy broke loose 
and rambled 63 yards for a 
Rebel score. Patton added 
the extra point, and with 
11:45 remaining in the sec- 
ond quarter the Rebels had 
pulled even at 14-14. 

Elba put the ball in play 
at its own 20-yardline fol- 
lowing the ensuing kickoff 
and marched 80 yards in 
eight plays to regain the 
lead. Jacquez Prince rushed 
for 19 yards on three carries 


and completed three passes 
for 54 yards to lead the 
Tigers down the field, and it 
was Prince that scored the 
Tiger touchdown on a 6- 
yard scamper. A two-point 
try failed to add points, but 
with 7:09 left in the quarter 
Elba was back on top 20-14. 

The Tigers John Martin 
Wilson recovered a Rebel 
fumble on the ensuing kick- 
off to put the Tigers back in 
business at the Elba 36- 
yardline, and two plays later 
the Tigers were back in the 
endzone as on a second 
down play Jacquez Prince 
and Chrystyile Caldwell 
hooked up on a 62-yard 
touchdown toss. Collin Har- 
rison ran in the two-point 
try, and with 6:00 remaining 
in the quarter the Tigers 
lead was up to 28-14. 

G.W. Long bounced right 
back on its ensuing posses- 
sion and went 55 yards in 
five plays to cut into the 
Elba lead.
